New Final

On February 9, the College - 


discussed the possibility of 
implementing a new final 
exam policy. In this recent 
session of the Senate, many 
ideas were discussed. 

On December 16, 1981, the 
Academic Standards 
Committee submitted to the 
College Senate a request that 
the present final exam policy 
be retained. This request 
was made based ona survey 
of the faculty who seemed in 
agreement of the present 
policy. 

The present policy reads as 
follows: 

1. The value, composition, 
and administration of all 
examinations is a decision to 
be made by the instructor, 
program coordinator, and-or 
Dean. 

2. Final examinations can 
be given during either the 
designated end of term 
examination period or 
during the final week of the 
regular semester. - 

-An overriding concern of 
those present seemed to rest 
with. the welfare of the 
student. It was noted that 
many students were finding

themselves faced with ‘‘two 
or three tests on one day.” 
There also existed debate as 
to whether a final exam 
should count more than 25 
per cent of an individuals 
final grade. As in the case of 
comprehensive finals,ssome 
of these exams were 
counting more than a 
quarter of the final grade. 

Another problem con- 
fronted was the time on 
which final exams are 
given. Instructors have the 
option of giving final exams 
during the last week of 


classes of the following 


week. 

In light of all these issues, 
a final exam proposal was 
drawn up and presented to 
the Senate body as follows: 

1.The determination of the 
content and com- 
prehensiveness of final 
exams is primarily the in- 
structor’s responsibility. 
However, the course content 
and all exams must main- 
tain approprate academic 
standards and _ fulfill 
requirements specified by 
the instructor’s department 
chairperson, program 
coordinator and-or Dean. ~

Possibility Still Exists

New York Govenor Hugh 
Carey has placed a 
devasting obstacle’ in 
the way of the BCC gym and 
dining room expansion 
projects, by rejecting the 
SUNY Budget. Robert Kane, 
Vice president of 
Administration at BCC 
believes there is still hope 
for the projects, if not this 


year then in coming years. 


“The only option this year is 
to hope that the state will 
come through with the 
money,’ said Kane. The 





projects were to be funded, 
half by the County of Broome 
and half by the state. The 
county has approved the 
projects but is still waiting 
for the state to take action 
because the county would 
like to see a more concrete 
estimate of the final cost, 
said Kane. Without the 
State’s help the county 
cannot afford the two 
projects, ‘‘that would be too 
much burden on the tax- 
payers of Broome’, said 
Kane. 

School officials will be 
working with Senator 
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. approprate

5. If a student should find 
him-herself with more than 
two exams on one day, he 
she should consult the in 
structor, department 
chairman, and-or Vice- 
president of student affairs. 

This proposal is now being 
circulated to ihe faculty 
members of the college.The 
next meeting of the Senate is 
on February 23.

The weather outside may 
have been cold, but the 
Broome Community College 
women’s basketball team 
wasn’t. Coach Wes Van 
Dunk and company opened 
their 1981-82 season on the 
road by defeating Delhi 
Tech, 64-57. 

The Hornets were led by 5- 
foot-10 senior forward Beth 
Herrick, who was the top 
scorer with 19 points. Diann 
Benowski, a 5-11 freshman, 
tossed in 14, while her 
classmate Mary Kay Farrell 
added 10. 

The team traveled to 
Alfred Tech, where they 
turned a 26-24 halftime lead 
into a 69-57 victory. Herrick 
poured in 26 points, the most 
in her college career. Guard 
Michele Parsons scored 12 
points and Pat Harmalik had 
Gf 

Later in the week, Broome 
added another mark in the 
win column, by winning their 
home opener 54-40, over 
Hudson Valley Community 
College. The leading scorer 
was again Herrick, whose 16 
points helped her lead the 
Hornets in scoring for the 
third consecutive game. 
Diann Benowski added 13. 

Broome ran their winning 
streak to 4 games with a 48- 
42 win against Jefferson 
Community College, but 














they did so without the 
services of Benowski and 
Harmalik. Benowski fouled 
out in the second half, but 
she tied Herrick for the high 
scorer with 13 points. 

Point guard Harmalik 
went to the bench late in the 
game with a knee injury, as 
the Hornets held on to a 42-40 
lead. In the final two 
minutes, Herrick’s pair of 
free throws and sub Carla 
Paccio’s basket opened up 
the gap that put the game out 
of reach for the team from 
Jefferson County. 

Unfortunately for the 
Hornets, there’s an old 
saying that says ‘‘All good 
things must come to an 
end’. This aptly describes 
Broome’s visit to Mohawk 
Valley Community college, 
where the team lost their 
first game, 56-48. Van Dunk 
termed the setback in Utica 
as a ‘“‘good loss”, because it 
was a learning experience 
for the team. Herrick led in 
scoring with 16, and Farrell 
had 12. ' 

Broome returned to their 
winning ways, by going 
south to Keystone Junior 
College, where they posted a 
54-44 win. The victory upped 
Broome’s record to 5-1. It 
was Herrick leading the way 
for the sixth consecutive 
time in as many games. 
Herrick scored 15 points in 
the second half and finished

the game with 19, while 
Parsons had 11. : 

Van Dunk isn’t exactly a 
rookie coach at BCC; he 
coached the first women’s 
team from 1974 to 1976, when 
he left to coach at SUNY 
Binghamton.

No one gave the San 
Francisco 49er’s and the 
Cincinnati Bengals very 
good odds to make it to the 
playoffs either, let alone the 
Super Bowl, but we all know 
how that turned out.

It seems that as long as 
school sport has been im- 
portant in this area of the 
state, basketball has 
received a much better 
coverage in the news media 
than hockey. BCC Basket- 
ball and their fine coach 
Dick Baldwin have received 
accolades galore throughout 
their many fine seasons of a 
winning tradition.
